Sept.  9.-.Witli  the  Allies  immediatclr  approaelUaf  tht  Hiadea- 
burv  line,  the  enemr  is  begiantna  to  react  more  ▼iolentlr  with  his  artiUsry. 
Nererthelcss,  the  rreach  are  pvthiaa  ahead  in  the  reaion  where'  tha  Ua0 
has  not  yet  been  attained,,  and,  accordina  to  the  latest  informatioti,  wsr«  a 
little  nM>re  than  five  miles  from  St  Quentin,  their  cons  followinf  m«  laf^- 
trjr  ap  speedily. 

The  Germans  evidently  intend  to  defend  St  Qaentin  energetl^lli'  and 
are  fichting  in  the  approaches  to  the  town  besides  regrooping  mvfcrcei 
and  concentrating  numerous  divisions  in  its  protection.  The  captors  ol  the 
place,  however,  is  declared  by  the  commentatort  tp  be  the  intcndoo  (rf  the 
French  commsnd.

Enemy  to  Get  No  Respite 
In  Autumn  or  Winter 


PARIS,  Sept.  9. — If  the  Germans  are  expecting  to  be  allowed 
a  respite  from  the  attack  either  during  the  Autumn  or  through 
the  Winter,  they  are  counting  without  their  host  says  Premier 
Clemenceau's  newspaper,  L'Homme  Libre,  in  commenting  on 
the  military  situation.  They  made  their  great  trial  last  Spring 
to  outapeed  the  United  Sutes,  it  points  out,  but  lost  the  race 
to  a  competitor  who  was  too  fast  for  them.  Nevertheless,  the 
newspaper  expects  a  certain  slowing  up  of  the  fighting  because 
of  the  necessity  of  bringing  forward  the  necessary  infantry  sup- 
port in  front  of  the  new  positions  the  Germans  are  occupying 
and  wmch  they  are  expected  to  defend  stubbornly.

LONDON,  Sept.  »— (British  WIrelsaa 
torvlee). — The  brutal  treatment  oC  prV 
aonars  of  war  by  the  Oermaas  Is  daa- 
orlbod  by  wounded  "British  prisoners  re- 
ipatriated  from  Oennany.  who  have  ar- 
rhred  at  The  Hatae.  All-  prlsoneiii  ara 
badly  treated  and  are  on  virtaally  star- 
ratlea  rations.  The  prison  eampa  at 
doltau  aad  Crosaea.  la  Prussia,  are  r#> 
'ported  to  be  la  particularly  eril  coadW 
tloa. 

Belctaa  prisoners,  who  wera  the  most 
aumerous  in  the  camps  of  doltau  were 
approached  soveral  months  ago  by  two 
eivlf<«as  whe  claimed  to  be  Flemings, 
with  the  obioot  of  3aduclag  them  to 
side  with  the  Oermaas.  The  Belgians 
stoned  the  emissaries  and  made  things 
unpleaaaat  for  the  commandant  who 
introduoed  the  envoys  with  the  result 
that  the  whole  camp  was  visited  with 
punishment  for  a  Ibrtntght. 

There  ^ad  been  many  deaths  from 
starvation  among  the  Ruaatan  prison* 
ere.'  somo  of  whom  had  been  shot  and 
beaten  when  thSy  were  unable  to  per* 
form  tasks  Imposed  upea  them. 

Boms  of  tho  BrUlsh  prisonors  came 
from  Stralkow.  m  the  province  of  Posen 
where  about  10«  Brltlah  are  confined. 
Three  weeks  dgo  SO  Amerloaas  arrived 
there. 

At  tho  camp  at  Croslson,  In  Bran- 
danhnrg.  prisonors  working  bahind 
tha  Oarman  linos  wars  ^glrait  llttla 
food.  Many  of  tboso  nmn  suffarod 
fram  dropsy  and  nanrosthania  and 
nlimorous  deaths  ooeurrOd.  At  end 
time  there  were  In  this  camp  lit 
British  prlsoaars  oap^tarsd  Id  April 
aad  Id  Amarloana  oaptifrad  In  May. 
They  ara  compalled  to  work  en  rail* 
ways,  carrying  hMvy  rails  and  posh> 
Int  trucks  fbr,  twolva  hoars  at  a 
stretch.  Thoir  food  ponslstad-of  Oor- 
maa  soup  and  one  allco  of  bread.  If 
thay  failed  to  t«t  up  in  the  momint 
quickly  irken  the.  Oermdns  oallod 
thont  to  work  they  arore  proddod  with 
bayonou  and  hit  with  rtflo  butfdL  It 
is  declared  that  one  man  so  treated 
waa,  found  dead  next  momint. 

3ioBt  of  thoso  man  arrtvad  at  tha 
Croason  oamp  on  Autust  14  liT'aa  oa> 
tromoly  ssrlous  condition.  They  ware 
Inapaotod  after  a  fow  days  and  about 
ton  of  them  were  marked  out  for  work 
again.  They  had  been  working  be- 
hind the  German  lines  from  April 
until  tho  latter  part  of  August

The  cumulative 
evidence  of  submission  to  tho  Ger- 
man demands  flred  her  to  revolt  and 
hpr  challenge  to  the  Bolshevlkl  leaJ- 
ors  In  the  AU-Ruasian  sovldt  con- 
gress July  4  win  nevar  be  forgotten 
by  the  great  audience  which  dllM 
the  grand  opera  house  at  Moeoow. 

"Tou  have  a  majbrltr  In  this  con- 
gress, bu:  you  havf  not  a  majority 
of  the  workmen  of  Russia  with  you 
:^>.nd  you  have  not  tOper  cent  of  the 
peasants."  Mile.  Splrldonoro  shouted. 

She  th^n  explained  there  were  no 
more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  pesa- 
ants  who  did  not  have  property  and 
she  declared  ahe  would  not  help  these 
loafers  to  rob  their  thrfftyi  nelgh- 
boijs."  ^ 

She  announced  to  the  Bolshevtld 
that  sha  would  fight  !f  they  aranteJ 
to  fight  and  if  neceasary  would  take 
revolver  and  bomb  In  band  and>lead 
tl.e  peawtpts  against  opposition.  She 
shook  htr  lUt  St  the  box  occupied  by 
ropreentatives  of  the  German 'Bm- 
baasy  and  <l^clared  I^ussia  would 
n^ver  subr.U  itrelf  'to  become  a  Oer- 
laan  colony. 

Mile..  Splridonovo's  speech  Tlrtually 
broke  up  the  congress. 

Premier  L«nine  aad  .'Minister  ^of 
War  Trotsky  were  ineffective  In  t;heir 
attempts  to  refute  her  chargea  Pro^ 
mior  Lenine,  wlio  had  seemed  to  be  a 
tower  of  strength  in  the  all-Russlan 
coatresB'r9r  mopths  before,  had  lost 
all  his  fire. 

Assassinations  Follow 

Two  days  later  Count  von  Mlrbaeh, 
the  German  Ambassador,  waa  killed 
and  White  Guard  npriaings  occurred 
In  many  parts  of  the  Soviet  Republic 
Mile.  Splridonovo  was  Imprisoned,  but 
thd  Bolshevist  leaders  did  not  dare  to 
execute  her. 

Many  mimbera  of  the  Lioft  Social 
Rev^utlonary  paHy  were  ehot,  VUt 
the  war  between  the  Bolshevlkl  con- 
tinued.'' 

Odh.  Hermann  Bichhorn,  the  Ger- 
man commander  in  the  Ukraine,  was 
killed  at  Kiev,  and  'Moses  UriUky. 
chairman  of  the  Petrograd  commis- 
sion for  tha  suppression  of  a  counter- 
revolution, waa  shot  at  Potrograd. 
Various  other  commissaries  fell  and 
guerilla  warfare  became  more  active 
throuffhout  the  Ukraine, 

Mile.*  Bpirldaaovo  has  spent  eleven 
years  In  Siberian  prlsoaa  for  killing 
a  governor  who  oppressed  the  pees- 
anta,  and  most  of  her  asaerlates  In  tha 
laaderahlp  of  tha  Social  Ravohitloa- 
arles  have  a  almllsr  hhdory.  Conao* 
queatly  the  BalsheTlkl  cannot  sue* 
eeeafully  charfo  her  with  halng  op- 
paeed  to  the  prlndplee  which  raauited 
In  the  overthtvw  of  the  Imperial 
dynasty.  Mile.  Bplrldonava  hae  tuber- 
caloaia  aad  has  aofldrad  a  serious  da- 
oltaa  alnoe  her  InprloeameBt  In  the 
Kremlin.

PARIS,  Sept  ». — ^Wlth  the  Allies 
Immediately  before  or  approaohins 
the  Hindenburs  Line,  the  enemy  is 
besinninc  ,  to  react  more  violently 
with  his  arUUery.  Nevertheless,  the 
French  are  pushing  ahead  In  the  re- 
Slon  where  the  line  has  not  been  at- 
tained, and.  acoordlns  to  the  latest 
information  were  little  more  than 
five  mllee  from  St  Quentln.  thelr 
Suns  followlns  the  Infantry  up  speed- 
ily. The  Germans  evidently  intend  to 
defend  St  Quentln  energetically  and 
are  flshtins  In  the  approacbee  to  the 
town.  Besides  reorsanlalns  their 
forces  thsy  are  concentrating  a  num- 
ber of  divisions  for  Its  protection.  The 
capture  of  the  place,  however.  Is  de- 
clared by  the  commentators  to  \>e  the 
intention  of  the  French  command. 

The  Oermans  are  likewise  hurrylnc 
reinforcements  to  their  defences 
around  Laon.  accordlnc  to  La  Liberte. 
In  the  reslon  of  Chauvlsny  the  Oer- 
mans are  reported  InstalUns  thick 
barbed  wire,  disslns  deep  trenches 
and  aecumulatlns  munitions  of  all 
sorts,  as  If  for  a  lengthy  defence  In 
the  sreat  undersroiind  storage  places 
of(the  Nanteuil  plateau.  The  entire 
redion  north  of  the  Allette  from  the 
vlelmty  of  the  Laon-Solssons  Railway 
Is  a  mass  of  suns  which  the  enemy 
has  emplaced,  the  reports  declare, 
while  north,  of  ,  Peronne  numerous 
batteries  of  the  I'fO  and  ITO-millime- 
tre,  pieces  are  concentrated. 

Artillery  Mora  AcHVo 

On  virtually  the  entire  front  from 
east  of  Arras  to  the  west  of  Rheims 
the  German  artillery,  the  commenta- 
tor of  the  Intransiseant  declares,  are 
poundlns  away  as  it  has  not  doAe  for 
several  weeks.  Nevertheless,  he  inslsU 
that  the  sround  remains  excellent  for 
Che  Allij^  althoush'  more  desperate  re- 
sistanes  by  the  enemy  must  be  ex- 
pected. 

On  the  British  front  the  advance. 
It  Is  poifttod  out,  has  entirely  freed 
Amiens  from  sunflre,  the  only  at- 
tacks on  this  base  betns  from  the  air. 
The  bases  of  Arras  and  Hasebrouck. 
however,  are  still  under  Ions  ranse 
sunflre.  Dispatches  received  here 
Indicate  that  the  reslon  around  the 
railway  station  at  Lens  is  occupied  by 
the  British.  The  advices  also  pre- 
dict that  the  fall  of  Armentleres  may 
be  expected  before  tons. 

RAILWAY  ADMINISTRATION 
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Temporary  Board  of  Directors  Looks 

After  Affairs  of  Canadian 

Northern. 


OTTAWA.  Sept  t. — ^A  temporary 
board  of  directors  workins  in  con- 
junction with  the  Oovernment  it  la 
officially  announced,  will  administer 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway, 
probably  for  eome  time.  Nesotia- 
tlons  for  the  purchase  by  the  Oovern- 
ment of  the  Orand  Trunk  are  belns 
continued,  and,  till  some  conclusion 
is  reached.  It  Is  unlikely  that  a  per- 
manent board  will  be  appointed.  At 
preeent,  the  C.N.R.  Is  belns  adminis- 
tered by  D.  Hanna.  A.  J.  Mitchell  suid 
Major  Bell,  deputy  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways.

Before  the  Social 
RevoIuUonary  party  broke  with  tho 
Bolshevlkl  they  acted  as  a  cheok  upon 
capital  punishment 

Threatened  by  the  victorious 
Cse^ho-Slovaks  on  the  Volsa.  the 
Entente  enterprlee  from  Archansel 
and  .Siberia  end  seneral  Internal  up- 
risins.  the  Bolshevlkl  leaders  are 
madly  proddlas  their  suspected  op- 
ponents and  flilins  the  prisons  with 
hostases. 

In  the  Bolehevlkl  official  buUeUns 
the  acts  of  the  Bolsheviki  authori- 
ties are  deecrlbed  as  war  measures 
neoessary  to  protect  the  Soviet  re- 
public. To  an  unbiased  forelsner 
who  has  watched  the. rise  and  decline 
of  the  Bolsheviki  power,  they  appear 
as  the  brutal  efforts  of  anibltlous 
leaders  to  perpetuate  the  nile  of  a 
minority  so  small  and  so  unjust  that 
It  could  not  maintain  itself  for  a 
slnsle  day  without  the  aid  of  armed 
force. 


VANCOUVER  ROBBER 
KILLS  H01ELKEEPER 


Another  Menrber  of  House 
Party  Shot  and  Died  From 
Wounds  Last  Night — Police 
Have  Arrested  Suspect. 


VANCX)UVBR.  Sept.  ». — ^Thomas  J. 
Roberts,  proprietor  of  '  the  Grand 
Hotel,  and  one  of  the  beat  known  of 
the  city's  pioneers,  was  shot  and  killed 
on  Saturday  evenins  by  a  masked  rob- 
ber with  whom  he  had  srappled  to 
avoid  handins  over  a  diamond  rlns 
which  the  bandit  had  demanded.  The 
trasedy  occurred  shortly  before  11 
o'clock  at  1S04  Jerrls -Street  near  the 
corner  of  Harwood.  a  fairly  larse 
residence,  surrounded  by  a  thick 
ecreen  of  trees. 

A  second  victim  of -two  of  the  rob- 
ber'e  six  shots  was  Henry  Bames. 
ased  about  SO.  manaser  of  an  up- 
coast  lossins  camp.  He  is  so  seriously 
wounded  that  slim  hopes  are  enter- 
tained for  his  recovery. 

The  police  have  one  suspect  under 
arrest  The  most  important  evidence 
so  far  obtained  ia  from  A.  Harradlne. 
a  taxi  driver  who  conveyed  a  fare  to 
Broushton  Street,  a  block  away  from 
the  scene  of  the  murder,  on  Saturday 
nisht  The  man  left  the  taxi  with 
orders  to  await  his  return.  Hs  came 
back  in  ten  minutee.  became  much 
asitated  when  the  driver  had  diffi- 
culty In  startlns  the  car.  and  finally 
was  conveyed  downtown,  where  he 
disappeared  in  the  alleyway  alonsside 
the  Alcasar  Hotel,  on  Dunsmiilr 
Street   east  of  Homer. 

The  houee  where  the  shootins  took 
place  Is  occupied  by  Oscar  Olesen,  his 
housekeeper,  Mrs.  McLennon,  and  her 
children.  Blsht  men  were  In  the 
drawins-room  when  the  robber's  un- 
heralded arrival  took  place.  Five  or 
six  memjiprs  of  the  party  were  playins 
a  card  same.  They  and  ssveral  nelsh- 
borhood  friends  were  In  the  habit  of 
comins  In  once  or  twice  a  week  to 
spend  the  evenins  at  cards. 

Story  of  Shootlas 

The  robber  first  demanded  a  rlns 
from  p.  Jay,  who  handed  over  a 
three-stone  ruby  which  encircled  on^ 
of  his  finsers.  Then  the  robber  turn- 
ed to  Roberts  with:  "Now,  liand  over 
that  rlns."  motlonins  to  a  larse  soli- 
taire which  the  hotel  man  wore  on 
the  third  finser  of  hli  left  hand.  It 
happened  that  thie  rins  fitted  rviy 
tlshtly  Mr.  Roberts  mads  an  effort 
— real  or  assumed — to  remove  the  rlns 
and  failed.  Then  he  held  out  his  hand 
with  (he  words:  "Here,  take  It  off 
yourself.  If  yoa  want  It  ao  badly." 
Sultlnc  the  action  to  ths  words,  which 
were  the  last  he  uttered,  Mr.  Rotoorte 
•topped  towards  ths  hishwaynuw. 
Tho  rohber  reached  forward  and  la  a 
fraction  of  a  second  tl»o  mon  had 
srappled  and  the  robber  besan  to 
shoot  Cartrldfes  found  hitor  ahowod 
the  weapoa  to  bo  a  .SS  eaMbre 
automatlsL  At  least  fhro.  ptwhably 
six.  shots  were  fhred.  Tho  first  wont 
wild

Buriag  tho  porlod  July  1  to  July  19 
tho  Canadian  Corps  Was  eonoontratod 
ta  tho  Monchy-Br«ton-Iilgg«ronlllo> 
^(^aroy-Dleyal-Auehe-Chatoau  do  la 
JIalso  area  and  held  in  rooenre.  For 
tho  previous  two  months  they  had 
hoOB -OOnatantly  practising  open  war- 
lars.  On  July  10  the,  corps  was  ro- 
Igascid  from  the  reserve  and  relieved 
a  corps  in  theJlne'  from  Telegraph 
Xp  south.  pti»  line  was  hold  by 
tluroo  divisions,  and  our  second  dt- 
Tlsloa.  whioh  had  been  attached  up 
to  that  time  with  another  corps,  thus 
losing  the  bepefit  of  the  period  of 
training,  was  taken  out  and  put  into 
reserve  to  go  through  the  same  course. 
TlM  general  plan  adopted  during  this 
period  of  holding  the  line  was  to  f os- 
tor  in  tho  minds  of  the  enemy  th«  idea 
of  an  Impending  attack  In  order  to 
retain  or  draw  his  reserves  into  this 
area,  and  cpnaeauentiy  an  agsresatve 
-potter  wao  adopted.  Aetivo  patrolling 
was  carried  out  by  day  and  night  and 
raids  were  constantly  effected.  The 
artillery  carried  out  a  vigorous  pro- 
gramane  of  harassing  and  counter- 
battory  work.  From  prisoners  it  was 
learned  that  the  ememy  expected  an 
gittack  and  that  troops  had  been  fre- 
'^agatly  rushed  forward  to  defenre  the 
Drocourt-Queant   line. 

£iiOmy  Surprised 

On  July  SO  the  corps  was  bransferred 
to  the  Fourth  Army  and  orders  were 
reooived  to  move  to  another  front 
Tho  time  between  July  SO  and  August 
8  was  given  to  moving  the  corps  to 
the  new  area  extending  from  Villers- 
Brotonnsux,  in  the  noKh.  to  the  woods 
of  Oelcsll  Qentelles  in  the  south.  How 
the  movs  was  executed  and  with  what 
soerocy  can  best  be  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  no  member  of  the  corps 
knew  where  he  was  going  and  the 
sueosas  of  the  attack  was  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  the  enemy 
was  complotoly  taken  by  soryrlso  on 
tho  night  of  August  7-8.  Therefore, 
tho  Canadian  Corps  was  concentrated 
In  woods  and  fields  and  in  all  avail- 
able cover  in  front  of  Amiens  and  im- 
msdlatoly  bshind  the  front  line  ex- 
tending from  Donuurt.  through  Han- 
gard  wood,  oast  of  Caphy.  At  twenty 
mlpatos  p«Bt  4  on  the  morning  of  Au- 
gust 8  the  corps  attacked  with  threa 
divisions,  the  second  division  being 
oa  the  north,  the  first  In  the  centre, 
and  the  thrd  in  the  south.  The  corps 
was  extended  between  the  Amlens- 
Chaulnes  railway  and  the  Amiens  and 
Roye  road.  On  the  left  flank  of  the 
Canadians  were  the  Australians  and 
on  the  right  flank  the  French.  All 
the  troops  attacked  at  the  same  time. 
Big  Advance 

During  the  first  day  the  Canadians 
advanced  about  20,000  ^ards.  a 
world's  record,  capturing  the  villages 
of  Domart.  Hourges,  Hangard.  Abbe- 
court,  Courcelles.  Demuin.  Ignacourt. 
Marcelcave  (whose  capture  has  been 
erroneously  attributed  to  the  Austra- 
lians), fieaucourt,  Cayeux.  Wten* 
court,  Lequesnel.  Oillancourt,  Beau- 
fort and  Foties.  On  the  second  day  a 
farther  advance  was  made  through 
stiff  fighting,  when  the  fourth  Cana- 
dian division  was  thrust  into  the  af- 
fray to  relieve  the  second.  On  this 
day  tho  villaces  of  Bouchoire.  Warvil- 
lers,  Rosieres,  Maucourt,  ITaharloourt 
and  Chilly  were  taken.  On  the  htlrd 
day  the  corps  was  reinforced  by  •> 
British  division  and  the  attack  was 
procoiidoil  with.  Tho  villagss  of 
Quesnoy  and  Foqucscourt  fell  on  this 
dsy. 

The  fighting  was  intense  since  tho 
enemy  had  boon  driven  back  upon  a 
(System  of  trenches  sasy  of  defence  and 
the  was  making  the  most  of  It. 

Tho  next  fow  days  saw  probably 
the  bitterest  contsst  of  the  battle. 
From  th«  acpture  of  ParvUlers,  Da- 
mery,  Halluch,  all  of  whioh,  together 
with  Frsanoy,  Qulnocourt.  Chavotto 
and  Fransart,  wore  ultimately  taken, 
tho  time  up  to  August  18  was  taken 
up  In  oonsolidating  for  defence  the 
positions  won,  and  on  that  data  the 
corpa  handed  Its  line  over  to  the 
Fronch  and  procoodfd  to  move  north. 

Thus  ended  tho  battle  of  Amisas, 
thoa  pfobably  ths  most  noteworthy 
aehlovomont  of  the  Canadian  Corps, 
It  not  of  tho  war.  .

AMSTERDAM.  Se^t.  8. — In  a  lec- 
ture on  the  war  in  Berlin,  Lieut.  Gen- 
eral von  Freytas-Lorinshoven,  deputy 
chief  of  the  general  staff,  contended 
that  the  present  crisis  on  the  West- 
em  front  was  less  than  many  during 
the  war. 

"The  position  we  occupied  before 
the  enemy  counter-offensive  began 
was  the  result  of  an  abortive  offen- 
sive and  therefore  unsuitable  for  a 
defence  whose  aim  was  the  effective 
economising   of   forces." 

The  general  is  quoted  in  a  dispatch 
from  Berlin  as  spying,  "the  positions 
had  not  been  consolidated  as  trench 
warfare  demands."  He  added  that 
nothing  like  a  decision  was  in  pros- 
pect. He  said V. "The  thing  now  Is  to 
push  things  so  that  Great  Britain  and 
America  recosnize  our  invincibility  In 
defensive  war.  We  lack  neither  men. 
war  material  nor  raw  material  to 
hold  out  for  a  long  time.  We  must, 
however,  not  slacken  In  our  deter- 
mination, which  must  remain  alive 
In  the  army  and  at  home.  All  that 
might  divide  tis  must  bo  postponed 
until  the  end  of  the  war."

"After  discovery  of  the  course  of 
action  of  the  French  and  British  dip- 
lomatists, whose  sctivities  were 
directed  against  the  Soviet  power,  the 
Government  of  tho  Soviet  Repuhlio 
found  itself  obliged  to  isolate  various 
agents  of  the  powers  nsmed.  Never- 
thelOss.  the  Government,  as  before,  la 
willing  to  prepare  for  ths  exchange 
of  diplomats  If  the  neutrsi  powers 
will  undertake  to  guarantee  that  M. 
Litvlnoll  and  all  Russian  dtisens  re- 
ceive a  safe  conduct:  that  Litvlnoff 
and  his  colleague's  bsgyage  be  per- 
mitted to  pass  without  examination, 
and  that  no  further  diAlcuIties  be 
put  In  the  way  of  his  oollaboratora.

He  apoke  of 
the  great  aervloe  rendered  by  Pre- 
mier Oliver,  Dr.  Tohnie.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Molntooh.  M.  P.  for  iSaqnimalt.  and 
Majror  Todd.  In  (etUns  the  Federal 
Ckyvernment  to  authorise  resumption 
of  operatlona  on  the  line  of  the  C 
N.  R.,  and  remarked  that  the  work 
was  purely  a  war  measure  and  that 
theft  was  i^o  doubt  that  ths  move 
would  be  of  real  value  to  the  nation 
and  the  Allies  by  reason  of  the  vaat 
tracta  of  timber  which  It  would  re- 
lease for  airplane  manufacture  and 
other  purposes.

"I  don't  call  this  the  Inauguration 
of  a  new  railway"  declared  Premier 
Oliver,-  but  simply  cettina  off  to  a 
fresh  start.  Some  time  aao  the  rail- 
way was  inaugurated,  but  something 
went  wronc  and  there  waa  a  atoppage. 
Now  we  «re  almply  picking  up  where 
they  left  off.  We  are  atartinv  anew 
a  good  many  things  in  British  Col- 
umbia just  now.  We  are  passing 
throiish  a  period  of  creat  diffloulty. 
durlnv  which  there  has  unfortunats- 
ly  been  caused  a  temporary  cessation 
of  cartaln  phasss  of  Important  in- 
duatrlal  dsvslopment.  QraduaJIy  wa 
ars  getting  thaee  things  readjustsd 
and  going  a«ala  on  a  war  footing. 

"We  have  got  to  bend  every  en- 
ergy towards  winning  the  war,  and 
there  la  no  doubt  aa  to  the  outoomsw" 
the  Premier  eontlnimd.  "but  if  ^e 
are  wise  we  shall  look  to  the  eondl- 
tlona  that  will  follow  the  termination 
of  war.  The  future  of  British  Col- 
umbia and  Its  industriss  depends  en- 
Urely  on  the  way  In  which  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Pvovlnee  are  prepared  to 
meet  the  problems  that  will  confront 
them  after  the  war,  and  for  that  rea- 
aen  it  Is  eaaential  that  we  should  give 
those  problems  now  the  closest  pos- 
slbls  serutiny.

"If  the  province  Is  to  reach  that 
measure  of  prosperity  which  It  is  ea- 
Utled  to  br  virtue  of  Its  climate  and 
natural  resources,  then  we  have  got  to 
develop  the  things  within  the  pro- 
vince— and  there  Is  Immease  room  for 
expaasloa.  But  still  greater  le  our 
duty  to  humanity  at  large.  We  have 
got  to  ineke  British  Columbia  a  de- 
sirable At6  a  hospitable  home  for  the 
thousaa^i  of  people  who  will  oooie 
here  after  the  war  In  the  hope  ef 
bettering  their  eondltlone  of  Ilvmg.'We 
shall  be  recreant  to  our  duty  If  we 
neglect  to  prepare  for  them  and  make 
their  road  clear." 

'  After  expressing  thanke  to  the  Fid- 
oral  and  Provincial  membere  and 
Mayor  Todd  for  the  assistance  they 
had  rehdcred  him  In  his  mission  to 
OtUwa.  Mr.  diver  remarked  that  last 
Saturday  he  elgned  dearaaee  papers 
for  eleven  carloade  of  steel  mils  des- 
tined for  Victoria.  He  annonaeed  that 
the  Provincial  Ooverameat  has  agreed
